And l empower and com- 
mand my executors, bereafter mentioned, if, 
Within three years after my death. no 
steps shall have been taken by the most rev- 
erend Archbishop and priests of this citv for 
the purchase or erection of a Catholic church 
for colored Cathoifes, to pav 5,00u fora 
home for colored peopie’s children for their 
protection and support.

ESCAPING FROM CAPTIVITY. 


How Bight Sea-Lions Took Leave of 
Coney Island. 
i{Frem the New York Times, 25th. ] 

While the Arion Societv’s ball was in full 
biast on Friday night at West Brighton Beach, 
Coney Island, eight sea-lions and three mam- 
moth turtles fought their way out of an in- 
closure known as the Brighton Beach Aqua- 
rium. in front of William A. EKageman’s 
Qcean Hotel. and made goodtheir escape 
from Coney Isiand society. The fact that the 
excitable sca-lions and the usually complacent 
turtics had gone on a voyage together became 
known over the length and breadth of the 
island at early dawn, and many timid men 
und women who wished to enjoy the luxury 
of surf-bathing viewed the ocean from the 
hotel verandas, but did not venture in the 
water. The sad man of the island was 
‘Engeman. Six thousand dollars’ worth of 
amphibious monsters had slipped from his 
vrasp almost in the twinkling of an eye, and 
he could not be comforted. Someof his sym- 
pathizing friends made matters worse by 
characterizing him as a demented being for 
purchasing the monsters. After he had pur- 
ehased the sea-lions Engeman ransacked 


Washington Market for mammoth turtles, | 


and secured three of the largest that could be 
found. In bis wanderings he came across 
what he was pleased to call a ‘*‘sea-horse,’’ 
and with this stock in trade he laughedall the 
otber aquariums to scorn. He had ‘tan aqua- 
rium” constructed aiongside the wooden pier.

Bill and Fanny 
andalitie rest have gone.’”’ Then he turned 
his back to the ocean, and went to his hotel 
for solid comfort. One of the emploves was 
asked whether the animals did not trv to bite 
tim, and he replied that they did aitemopt it, 
while anotber said the animals would not bite 
unless A person put bis hand in the mouth of 
one of them. 

Enceman partially recovered from the 
sheek at about 2 o’clock vesterday morning, 
and orcered outa force of mento patrol the 
beach. Atday-break some of tnese watchers 
theugbt they saw two of the sea lions disport- 
ing themselves justoff the bathing pavilion, 
and chase Wus made, but vothing came of it 
except curses for ill-luck. Persons who knew 
something of the couduct of sea lions said 
they were undoubtedly in search of a rocky 
coast, and had possibly gone down the Nar- 
rows, Engeman offered a reward of $59 for 
each sea lion captured and returned 
to him, but itis thought unlikely that he will 
be compelled to dispense with his money in 
this way.

All 
day yesterday Engeman was sad and dejected.

Sometime before the war there was com- 
mitted in the quiet on of the Willimantie 
River, near the borders of Willington and 
Manstield, the most atrocious murder that 
ever shocked the good ple of Connecticut. 
John Warren, the murderer, lived within the 
limits of the township of Willington, near the 
art of Mansfield. He was a young 
man who pot been married a year, ana 
his victim was bis wife. He killed her by 
holding her down under the water of Roaring 
Brook, a shallow tributary of the Willimantic, 
a secluded, shadowy pdace not far from the 
junction of the brook withthe river. Fora 
while the crime was enveloped in mystery; 
but a gathering cloud of suspicion began to 
rest upon Warren, and finally. when a war- 
rent for his arrest was issued, he disappeared. 
For about three weeks nothing could be seen 
or heard of him; but circumstances led toa 
suspicion that he was concealed under his 
father’s barn. A determined search revealed 
bim hidden there, and it was found that he 
had been living there with the knowledge and 
aid of his brothers and his father. He was 
arrested, tried, convicted and sentenced to 
State Prison for life—his lawyer saving him 
from the gallows. Of late years there have 
been petitions, to more than one session of 
the Legislature, for his release, but his re- 
lease is improbable. His father and brothers 
are still living in this neighborhood. it ap- 
peared by arren’s confession that after 
murdering bis wife he dragged the body to 
some bushes up the bank, near a rock, and 
there buried it under earth and brush. A 
day or two later he went by night, with a 


northwest 


two miles or more, placed it in a secluded 
spot inthe woods near the river, and there 
leftit. He drove by that place, on one or 
another errand, almost every day, and almost 
always stopped, got out, and went down iuto 
the bushes to see the body. 

The above related facts were published at 
the time. The singular part of the story is 
new tocome. On the afternoon of the day 
on which, mn the morning, the crime had been 
committed, Mr. Philo H. Presbrey, of Mer- 
row Station, Mansfield, was driving to that 
place, in company with a young woman of the 
north part of Willington, who afterward be- 
came his wife, and her sister. The road was 
the one near which, as yet all unknown to the 
occupants of the carriage, the murder had 
been committed. When he had reached a 
certain part of the road—somewhat wooded 
with bushes on the sides—Mr. Presbrey and 
his companions observed a woman walking at 
the side of the road, in the same direction they 
about two 


were driving. She was 

or three rods ahead of them, 
but the carriage quickly came up with 
her. Just before it reached her the unknowa 


wotnan suddenly turned and crossed the road 
close tothe borse’s head—so close that Mr. 
Presbry reined up and *‘turned out’’ for her 
in order not to hit her, and was inthe act of 
passing her and leaving her on the left side of 
the road, trying, as did his companions, in 
vain to make out who she was, when, ata 
point exactly opposite the seat on which he 
sat, and at a aistance of scarcely ten feet from 
him, the mysterious figure, as it was in the 
act of entering the bushes, faded’ away and 
disappeared. It did not disappear by being 
bidden in the bushes, as Mr. Presbrey and 
his companions emphatically declared, but 
dissoived into nothing—became dissipated in 
an instant into thin air, in their very pres- 
ence, and right before their eyes. 

Astonished beyond mexsure, ther waited 
and leoked for the strange figure, but, not 
seeang it again, they took note of the exact 
Spot wkere it had so strangely disappeared, 
and drove on. They told their story on ar- 
riving at their destination, and described the 
dress the woman wore. What struck the two 
young ladies in the strange woman’s 
was the entire absence of the crinoline or 
hoop-skirt, then in such universal use: and 
they noted alsothatshe wore a sun-bonnet 
which sbielded her face 
They were surprised, on relating the story, to 
tind thev had exactiv described the dress of 
young Mrs. Warren (whom they did not 
know) and still more astonished to hear that 


dress 


»he had disappeared that day, and was be- 
lieved to bave been murdered. As the noise 


of the murder became bruited al] around the 
region, the belief that this mysterious female 


fizure bore some relation to the 
czse gcained possession of the minds 
cs a yew, and when it became 


known, from Warren’s subsequent location 
of the spot where, with brush, leaves and 
ciods, he first covered up his murdered wife's 
bedy (he went there andidentifiedthe place), 
it was found by Mr. Presbrey and his lady 
frierds that the mystelious tirure that they 
bad seen had vanished at a point exactiyona 
iine With che spot where the body actually lay 
buried when they Grove by, and only a few 
feet above the loc vion of the rudelv impro- 
vised grave. 

Mr. Presbrey stil’ lives at Merrow station,a 
few miles from here, and he and bis wife and 
her sister confirm this singular story without 
being able toexplain it. Of one thing they 
seem to be sure—tbe mysierigus tivure wectual- 
iy did vabisb nto nothing, and in a secoud of 
time, and was not lostto view by hidiszia 
the bushes.

asking him if anything had happened to her 
daughter. Failing to geta reply, the mother, 
who as yet, after the lapse of some three 
days, bad not heard a word of the news of the 
murder, sent a man to Connecticut with in- 
structions to tind Warren and ascertain if 
anything had happened to his wife. The man 
found him, and was told by Warren that his 
wife bad run away with a tin-peddler. War- 
ren’s own arrest, trial, confession and sentence 
came afterward.

NIAGARA FALLS. 


Some of the People Who Have Gone 
Over the Catacact. 
fJobn Paulin New York Tribune. | 


Within twenty-five years more than sixty 
persons have gone over the Falls. Last sum- 
mer seven went over, four on the American 
side, three on the Canadian. Of those who 
go over the Americans Falls the bodies are 
very seldom recovered, they tel! me, while 
the bodies of those whe go over onthe Cana- 
dian side are usually found. This is because 
of the jagged rocks which lie hidden in the 
whirl and foam at the foot of the American 
Falls—these, grim teeth thatthey are, seize 
upon the victim delivered to them, and hold 
him ina grip from which neither bell nor 
diver can deliver him, a grip which shall not 
be relaxed vntil the sound of that trumpet at 
whose blast the most inaccessible graves shall 
give up their dead. It “is gene 
eraliy boatmen, lam told, familiar with the 
river, Who falla prey tothe Falls. Crossing 
and recrossing the river in safety thousands 
of times, knowing, as they suppose, every 
phase of the current, they finally come to 
look upon it with indifference if not with con- 
tempt. and, going once too often to the well, 
come to have their pitchers terribly broken at 
last. The usual fate of all who toy with the 
mones of lions or attempt the roll of tiger- 
tumers is theirs. Some day there 1s a craunch, 
and allis over. Last summer, for instance, 
two boatmen started to cross the riverina 
sail-boat, taking no oars along. It had been 
their home since childhood, and boating 
was their Who should pre- 
sume to warn them? But in mid- 
river the wind died away, and 
they found themselves in the grip of the cur- 
rcnt—a grip relentless and unrelaxing as that 
of fate. Faster and faster, as though drawn 
by demons beneath the keel, their boat 
neared the rapids. Andonceinthe rapids— 
ah, the story is soontold. From the head of 
the rapids to their foot—the Falls—a distance 
of perhaps eighty rods, the deviine is nigh 
upon ninety feet. And down this inclined 
plane, as youcan very well see, the water 
slides with something of the speed ofan ex- 
presse twain. It is a terrible meteor that 
shoots by the few (for the exhibition has not 
been advertised in anvance) who stand on 
banks and bridges. Two pale-faced men ina 
frail boat, a hell of waters around them, and 
the deeper damnation of the Falls thundering 
in anticipative triumph below, arms wildly 
outstretched for an aid which none can give, 
no cry for succor audible, though you know 
that the shrieks of the doomed are sent up to 
the skies—one glimpse of this and no more. 
The baleful vision has vanished, and again 
the glad waters are dancing and glancmyg on- 
ward inthesun. You know that two lives 
have been quenched like tapers in the fateful 
foam ofthe Falls, butthe only testimony to 
the tragedy is the great clouds of spray which 
roll up to heaven likesmoke from the altar of 
immolation. 

Ilere, as wel! as elsewhere, whisky comes 
to the aid of water and supplements it inthe 
work of destruction. Liquiris cheap on the 
Canadian side, and so an abnormal boldness 
may be begotten at what seems (and isin the

outset) a very inconsiderable cost. But after

W by, let the Fall but brush you with its out- 
ermost skirt, and *LWere death; but one cor- 
ner of that pondrous sheet, striking with only 
half the impetus gathered bv its descent, 
would smite the life out of Behemoth! 


The Queen’s Sturgeons and Whales. 
[From the London Daily News. } 

An act of Parliament passed more than five 
hundred and fiftv years ago has been the 
weabs of grauting the Crown a troublesome 
pierogative. The 1ljth Edward II., chapter 
Ll, remains unrepealed. and as in those days 
statutes were drawn with commendable brev- 
ity, the whole of the text may be here given: 
‘Lhe King sball have the wreck of the sea 
throvgh»ut the realm, whales and great stur- 
“eons taken in the sea or elsewhere within the 
realm, except in certain places privileged 
bv the hing.’? A curieus custom was 
subsequently grafted upon what seems a 
curious enactment. When a sturgeon was 
captured it was senttothe royal palace for 
the King’s use; the food was palatable and 
tbe flesh peculiar. Our ancestors were scarce- 
ly very scientificin their cookery, but from a 
passage in Shakspeare it is obvious that they 
were familiar with ‘‘cayiare,’’? and prized it 
asadelicacy. Ordinary people, or as Ham- 
letcailedthem, ‘*the general,” could not ap- 
preciate the flavorofadish made from the 
roe of the sturgeon. And the reason was ob- 
vious, because the royal fish was consumed in 
the paiace and did not find 1ts way into the 
market. Theother fish granted by this act 
of Edward’s reigniothe Kimg and his suc- 
cessors down tothe present time wasnota 
fish, being the whale, butacustom was al- 
jowed tocreep inand restrict rights which 
Edward II. enjoyed intact. When a 
whale was taken on the English coast the 
sea-monster was divided; the head was given 
to the King and the tail to the (Jueen. Bilack- 
stone mentions this as an undoubted prero- 
vative of the ©ueen Consort, and, with the 
carefulness of a studious commentator, gives 
not Only the fact but the reason. The cause 
assigned by ancient records for this whimsi- 
cal division, he says, was to furnish the 
()ueen’s wardrobe with whalebone, and a 
more recekt commentator has observed that 
the reason fs more whimsical than the divis- 
ion, as the whalebone of commerce lies in the 
head, and not in the tail of the animal. l’rac- 
tically the 17th Edward Il., chapter 11, re- 
miuins a dead letter. Very few whales ure 
now caught in British waters, and the small 
sturgeon are pientiful, yet such a fish as that 
recentlysentto Windsor Castle, weighing 
over three bundredweight, might be called 
a roval fish from its size as well as from iis 


ilesh.

HAY FEVER. 


Its Recent Appearance—Where to Es- 
cape It—Some Official Advice. 


| From the Philadelphia Times. | 


The next annual meeting of the- United 
States Hay Fever Association, of which Mr. 
Mark. Richards Muckle, of Philadelphia, is 
president, is to be held at Bethlehem, N. H., 
on the 3ist of August. The Committee on 
Scientific Facts, consisting of Dr. Morris Wy- 
man, of Cambridge, Mass.; Messrs. M. Rich- 
ards Muckle: and E. W. Holmes, of Philadel- 

hia; Dr. Arthur Holbrook, of Milwaukee, 

is.; Dr. O. N. Baldwin, of Montgomery, 
Ala., and Prof. W. H. Parker, of Middle- 
bury, Vt., have pec a report for presen- 
tation to the society, from which we take 
the following: ‘*‘Autumnal catarrh, there is 
reason to believe, must have been very 
rare in New England fifty years ago. From 
that time it pretty steadily increased until it 
attracted the attention of isolated persons, 
who saw in it, however, only a cold of unusu- 
al severity at an unusual season for colds. it 
was not until long after that 1t6 annual char- 
acter was noticed, partly fromthe few cases, 
and also perhaps because the disease was at 
first mild, as was scarlet fever at Kingston, 
Mass., in 1735—its grst appearance in Ameri- 
ca—and so of several other diseases. In 1554, 
when the reporter made it asubject of his 
lectures in Harvard University, it was looked 
upon as a medical curiosity which few would 


ever see. Even in _ 1866, after a 
paper had been published of a more 


pepular character, intended to draw atten-. 


tion to the disease andits means of relief, it 
was hot thought worth while for the accom- 
modation of the sufferers to keep open the 
White Mountain hotels longer than suited the 
convenience of the summer pleasure-seekers. 
From tbat time it became more generally 
known: more facts were collected and were 
published in the first esgay on the subject, in 
is72. Thereis abundant reason to believe 
that the number of cases has increased. out 
it is hard tosay how mucb, for itis diflicult 
to assign the proper value to increased 
knowledge, and the consequently larger pro- 
portion reported, amd that due to increased 
population. 

‘The tirst person who is known to have 
been relieved by a change of residence to an 
elevated region was a lady from Lynn, Mass. 
She had suffered severely, especially in the 
astbmatie stage. She accidentally noticed tn 
1855, while traveling in the White Mountain 
region, that her catarrh, which for twelve 


vears commenced August 20, failed to make | 


its appearance. ‘The following year she vis- 
ited the same region before the usual time of 
attack with the hepe of escaping it. She did 
escape it, and her annual visits for the re- 
maining ten years of her life were attended 
by the same happyresult. In 1851, two years 
earlier, Daniel Webster went to the White 
Mountains for its invigorating influence 
when exhausted by bis labors. at 
Washington. Llis aitacks were due 
August 23. August 25 he writes: ‘As 
yet I do not sneeze, nor are mv eyes affected. 
It has not stayed away so long before.’ Sep- 
tember &, again, ‘Il have been able to keep off 
the catarrh sofar.’ Inthe afternoon of that 
dav he went to Boston, and the next day the 
catarrh attacked him. Mr. Webster evident- 
iv escaped his enemy inthe White Mountains, 
but missed the discovery that he escaped it by 
visiting them. Mr. Jacob Horton, of New- 
buryport, Mass., who died in 1876, at the age 
of seventv-nine, was more fortunate: he dis- 
covered that fact in 1860. This was publicly 
made known atthetimeand in the manner 
already referred to, and soon numbers resorte 
ed to the same regionforrelief. Of those who 
tbus sought relief in the mountains, most ob- 
tuined it, but not all, for all places in this re- 
gion are not equally safe. 

“Long and varied experience with numer- 
ous individuals has proved that the Glen, 
(iorham, Kandolph, Jetferson, Whitefield, 
Betblebem Village, the White Mountain 
Noteb, Twin Mountain House, the higa level 
about Franconian Notch, are all within the 
limits of safety. Otber elevated tracts are 
safe: Mount Mansticid, at Stowe, Vermont, 
and the Adirondacks are particularly safe; 
also tbe Obio and Lennsylvania plateau, in- 
cluding the bigh range of southern counties 
in New York, from the Catskill Mountains 
to the western border of the State, 
the plateaus im these counties having an 
elevation of two thousand feet above the sea. 
The valleys of the rivers and lakesof the 
same State at a lower levelare not safe. The 
Tsland of Mackinaw and the country north of 
the great lakes in Canada and beyond the Mis- 
sissippi xt St. Paul, Minnesota, have a certain 
immunity, but not equal to that of the Lake 
Superior region. Farther west are large 
tracts which may be resorted to. South, tne 


Allegheny Mountains at Oakland, and other | 


elevated points, and tron Mountain, 
on the Tennessee and North Carolina 
line, are unusuailv free, To ‘the east, the 
elevated interior of Maine and its extensive 
lakes afford. both pleasure and safety. Mount 
Desertis Mot free, but some of the islands 
about it are thought togive relief. Ifthe 
seacoast is preferred, the whole coast east of 
the St. John, thence «quite around to Labra- 
dor, is open to the subjects of autumnal 
catarrh. Sufferers who aetnally pitch their 
tents in these favored regions asx general 
rule not only escape their enemy, but ma 
tind themseives at the end of the month wit 
a vigor that nothing but lhiviag under canvas 
seems to give. 

‘*The limits ofthe exempt regions are often 


narrow and very sharply defined. A lady | 


quite well at Bethel, in the White Mountain 
district, 700 feet elevation, experienced an 
attack after a rideto Albany, but six miles 
distant ane only a few feet lower. So a ride 
from Peterborough, in Madison ecdunty, on 
the New York plateau, to Chittenango Falls, 
6V0 feet lower and about ten miles away, was 
followed by an attack.

Kate Chase Sprague is living this sunmer 
at Edgewood just beyond the environs of 
Washington, an old-time country place left 
ber by berfather.

Tall and straight as an 
arrow,and with an air and carriage that is per- 
fect grace, one conid not suggest an improve- 
ment eitherin feature, frameor pose. Her 
form is no longer angular, but well rounded, 
while her neck and features, always so at- 
tractive, have just kept their perfect pace 
with her developed form. Her large brown 
eyes have lost none of their beauty, and time 
and trouble have not seared her wealth of 
beautiful auburn hair. Forty eventful sum- 
mers have passed over her head, their only 
apparent effect being to increase the beauty 
and intellectual power ofthis noted woman.

to no effect. The ninth day an attempt was 
made to compel him to take nourishment, but 
it did not succeed. He then left the house 
and went to woods near by, and made a shel- 
ter and bed of leavesin which to stay buta 
romise from his father that no more at- 
tempts should be mace to force him to 
eat, andthe entreaties of his sister, prevail- 
ed, and he returned to the house.

OUR WHEAT EXPORTS. 

In an articie on this subject a few days 
ago, we intended to indicate some of the 
advantages of St. Louis as an exporting 
point for wheat. A comparison Was drawn 
with Chicago and the showing was in favor 
of this city, but the comparison made was 
water route from both 
points. A most important considera- 
tion is that for nearly one-half the 
year windy Chicago is deprived’ of 
her lake and canal route on account of the 
ice and has to depend upon the railroads 
On the 


onthe basis of a 


to get her grain to the sea-coast. 
other hand St. Louis has an open river to 
the Gulf four-tifths of the year. Last win- 
ter navigation was hardly suspended at all 
and the heaviest shipments ever made in 
barges were sent down in January, while 
Chicago was frozen up tight and fast. It 
hardly needs to be said that Chicago can- 
not compete with St. Louis in grain ex- 
ports when the latter has an open river 
and the former frozen lakes and canals. 
The rate on wheat from Chicago to New 
York by rail is now about eighteen cents a 
bushel, while, as previously stated, the 
total cost of getting a bushel of wheat from 
here on to a ship in New Orleans harbor is 
only nine and a half cents a bushel. Add 
four cents a bushel to this for the differ- 
ence of freight between New Orleans 
and New York to Liverpool, and 
St. Louis would have an advantage of four 
cents abushel. But, whatever the exact 
figures may be, it isan admitted fact that 
water transportation is cheaper than rail- 
road transportation, and the time will 
come when St.jLouis can go right under 
the shadow of Chicago and buy wheat to 
send down the Mississippi. By the 
building of an elevator at Belmont, 
a point on the river below Cairo, and 
the mouth of the Ohio, the temporary 
trouble we have from ice at this point can 
be effectually evaded, and this expedient 
will no doubt be adopted. With an open 
river St. Louis has nothing to fear and 
everything to hope for,and if our city is not 
the leading wheat export market on the 
continent it will be on account of a lack of

THE SHOP-GIRLS. 


One of those petty tyrannies for which 
there is no excuse but long custom is the 
habit of making shop-girls stand up during 
the whole time they are waiting upon cus- 
tomers. Ladies are proverbially slow in 
the delightful mystery of shopping, and 
while they are tumbling over pile after pile 
of silks and satins, trying to make up their 
minds on tint and texture, the poor girl is 
standing respectfully before them, with a 
dull ache in her body and  »neediess 
cruelty hardening her heart.

For six or seven 
dollars a week, besides the service which 
itisright and proper they should give, 
these women have to render a certain hom- 
age to their customers.

The 
company was recently organized under the 
Jaws of Connecticut by New York and Boston 
capitalists. The head office of the company 
is in Boston. The agency in this city is with the 
well-known banking house of George William 
Ballou &.Co., No. 8 Wall street. Mr.

“DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


John H. Vornbrock’s Fur- 
niture Factory Burned. 


Several Men Injured Seriously in 
the Building. 


ON 
—— 


$20,000 of Losses in Less Than 
Twenty Minutes. 


* At «quarter past one o’clock this afternoon 
an alarm was turned on from box No. 245, on 
the corner of Sixteenth street and Cass 
avenue, by Officer William Welsh, who was 
notilied that firehad been discovered in J. 
H. Vornlrock’s furniture factory, southwest 
corner of Fifteenth street and Cass avenue. 
Engines No. » 4 %, lo and 1s 
and a hook and ladder responded, and 
were on the ground in the space of a 
few minutes. Engine No. 13, which was one 
of the iirst to arrive, took the plug at the 
northwest corner directly opposite the burn- 
ing building, and in a few seconds 
was throwing a powerful stream. The flames 
originated in the rear portion of the building, 


which was alarge three-storv brick extend- 
ing back over L00 feet on Fifteenth street. 
and spread rapidly tothe front. When the 
flames reached the front portion of the 
vround story, where a large lot of dressed 
lumber was situated, they fairly rushed along 
the building, and soon mounted into 
the second and third stories. In all the 


stories the flames were well fed by the com- 


bustible material used in the factory, and on 
the arrival of No. 5 the building was entirely 
enveloped. As soon as the fire was discov- 
ered the men working in the various 
portions of the factory were notified and 
at once set about making their escape, with- 
out even «attempting to save their tools. 
Those employed on the ground floor 
and rear portion of the second reached 
the street in safety. The men in the 
third story ran to the Cass avenue side of the 
factory, Wherearope used in hoisting ma- 


terial hung from a window on 
the roof directly in front 
of the large doorsin each story. By sliding 


down this almost all succeeded in getting off 
without sustaining injurv. By thetime the 
emploves reached the ground all the engines 
were hard at work and playing on the build- 


ing. A line of hose was drawn upon the roof 
of No. 1512 Cass avenue, by which the 
firemen were enadled to direct the stream into 
the hotetst. portion of the burning 
miss, In spite of the efforts 
of the firemen the flames 


continued to spread, and for some time it 
seemed asif dwelling houses Nos. 1512, 1512- 
I-2, Flt and lol4 1-2, which stand just west 
of the factory, separated by but a few feet 
of vucunt cround. One of these 
diwellings Was vacant and the others occupied 
by Mr. Fred Lieders and Mrs. Hanlon, who, 


fearing that the whole would 
he destroyed, hurriedly removed 
their furnitue. At l:s0 the flames 


were still spreading and asecond alarm was 
turned on. This brought the Skinner trick. 
snd engines Nos, 12, 18, 10 and 17 to the scene 
These at work, but al! 
had been reached. 


were burned wway, causing them to fall down 
into the ground floor. The roof next caved 
in, sendipe a shower of sparks over the 
houses within a’ block of the 
factory, causing considerable excitement 
among the residents of that portion. 
rhe flames had now gone down, and 
ithe tiremen directed their attention 
tothe walls which were about to fal]. The 
eastern wall soon fell inwards, leay- 
ing the front without support. 
As soon as the danger was over of the 
ames spreading to the adjoining houses the 
streams were directed tothe front wall,which 


was soon put in aie safe’ condition. 
After «a few hours’ steady work 
the tire was entirely extinguished 


and the eagines housed at the greatest dis- 
dance returned. On the way to the fire an old 
horse attached to the fuel wagon from 
seventh and Olive streets dropped dead on 
Fifteenth and O’ Fallon.

The Hurt. 

There was only apuff of smoke issuing out 
of the shavings-room at first, and evervbody 
thought that the fire was one which could be 
put out with ai few buckets of 
water. Consequently there was no panic in- 
side or outof the building. In a very few 
moments immense volmes of smoke poured 
up the stairways and flooded the upper floors. 
‘The men first rushed out in wild, alarm and 


‘then, seeing that they would still have time. 
they went back after their tools. The second 
and third floors were filled with the hot smoke 
before the men could get away and some of 
them had narrow escapes with their lives. 

The vapor haa been streaming out of the 
windows for some time before all were safely 
out. There are over eighty men employed in 
the house, and all of them did not get away 
scot free. 

John Kraft, gne of the workmen, who lives 
on Wash, near Twenty-tirst, essayed to come 
from the third story as some of the others 
had done, along the rope lead- 
ing from the Apulley used in 
hoisting furniture. He stooa upon the win- 


then sprung. A shout of horror from the 


bad entirely missed his quarry and was 
following headleng through the air. He 
struck the .cround upon his back and was 
at once picked up as tenderly 
as possible and borne to Dr. Geo. W. 
Vogt’s office, where his injuries were exam- 
ined. It was found that his spine was hurt, 
and = that he had sustained in- 
ternal injuries that may prove fatal. 
red. Webet was also caught before he could 
vet out, and he was severely burned in the 
arms as he was making his escape. He lives 
at 2207 North Seventeenth, and 1s not serious- 
lv injured. 

Thomas Roach, a boy of abont ten years, 
Was playing on a lumber pilein the yard at 
ihe time of the fire, and, becoming badly 
frightened, he partly fell and partly 
jumped to the ground, putting his ankle out 
of piace and otherwise hurting himself. Dr, 
Vozt attended te all the casualties. 

There was a rumorthbat a man named Christ 
llunieke was lost in the ruins, but this was 
denied by severai workmen, who saw Huao- 
iche coming out with the rest.

Asthe wagon was passing along Thirteenth 
street, near Howard, August fell and was 
run over atthe abdomen. Carl Rudolph got 
off the wagon and carried his brother 
to the sidewalk. on which Rudolph lay for 
halfan hour. Thena physician arrived and 
the injured boy was taken home. He died 
shortly afterward. The Coroner is his ver- 
dict declared that the injuries were attributa- 
ble to the action of the deceased only, and that 
Henry Grigsby was in no wise responsible for 
them,

died at the City Hospital vesterday evening. 
The Coroner will hoid an inquest over the 
body this afternoon at 4:50 o’clock.

A PASTOR SENTENCED TO JAIL. 
Elder Bowler of the Macedon Baptist 


Church Obliged to Give Up His 
Charge. 
The final scene of the Colored Baptist 


Church trouble at East St. Louis was enacted 
at Squire Noton’s ofiice to-day. The court- 
room was crowded with church trustees and 
leading members, while the sidewalk was 
taken up with sisters who denounced the male 
members of the church that opposed the min- 
ister in unmeasured terms, all the time they 


were not trying to light wet tobacco with 
burning pieces of rag which were stuffed into 
the pipe. In rendering his decision the 
*Squire briefly summed up the facts. He 
eaidthat from the evidence it appeared that 
at a business meeting of the members it was 
resolved to dispense with the services of Elder 
Bowler. To this the pastor would not 
agree. A large number of the sisters who held 
voting power sided with him. The trustees 
lecked the door, and ina few days the coor 
was broken open and Elder Bowler preached 
from the pulpit, after which it was again 
closed and a new lock put on. In consequence 
of this fact, the trustees applied to have the 
elder snd Deacon Norwood put under bonds 
to keep the peave. From the facts elicited at 
the trial a few days ago, the Judge decided to 
put Elder Bowler under $100 bonds and dis- 
charge Deacon Norwood. Messrs. Green and 
Harvey appeared forthe trustees, and Messrs. 
Conlon and Kase forthe Elder. Immediately 
upon the rendering of the decision, Mr. 
Conion announced that the defendant could 


not give the revuisite bond, and must 
consequently go to jail. He said he 


bad prepared papers and would take his 
client out on a habeas corpus in afew hours. 
Thouch the trustees and the Elderare bitter 
enemits they could not stand tosee bim sent to 
jai. **We do not want to see you go to jail,”’ 
eai.l one of the trustees; ‘tan’ if you will only 
hand in vour redesignashun to de tru-tees 
we wiil drop de proceedings.”? A dozen per- 
sons began to counsel the confused pastor, 
but one man who pushed forward earnestly 
vdvised the man to “design’’ bis ‘**pastorial- 
ship.’’ ‘*Paul was putin jail once by men 
yest like you,’’ beganthe pastor. **I can goto 
jail. i! am sorry dat you should 
treat me dus, Lut I will design.’? Mr. Con- 
lon prepared the designashun papers, duar- 
ing which work Elder Lowler selected a text 
from the twenty-sixth chapter, and from 
Mark. becinning ‘‘(Gio forth,’’ etc.,ete., and he 
continued an earnest sermon until somebody 
‘tin a d——d big hurry’’ interrupted him, 
for the papers were ready. “*Can you write?” 
asked Mr. Conlon. “*‘No,]ean’t.’’ “Then 
touch this pen,’* continued Mr. Conion, as 
be drew a large cross over the bottom of the 
sheet of paper.

A Vindication of Salomon Evidently De- 
sired by Carl Schurz, 


So a Second Emissary is Sent from Wash- 
ington Who Reports the Opposite 
of the First—Interviews. 


The wodern sphinx is Supervisor Salomon. 
The census conundrum is still unsolved, and 
from all indications the puzzling problem of 
the population of St. Louis is likely to remain 
unsolved. The bypercritical conscientious- 
ness of Mr. Salomon—who by the way is the 
only census official in this country who is 
thus blessed with an ultra quickened con- 
science—prevents him from uttering his 
views on the great riddle of the present year 
and from giving an authoritative statement as 
to what the oflicia! census of St. Louis will be. 


While the returns of all the other cities have 
been published far and wide, St. Louis lags 
bebind under a cloud which threatens to be- 
come blacker the longer it endures. The last 
blow to the census is the announcement of 
Speciai Agent Sawyer, who is Sey ae to be 
here investigating, that the 25,000 odd names 
reported by the carriers are nearly all of no 
account: thatthey had all been previously 
taken, etc., etc. The local census office, un- 
der the able and talented management of Col. 


Salomon and bis eflicient clerk, 
Mr. Maklot Thompson, seems to 
have required a good deal of 


investigation and the returns a good deal of 
‘*doctoring.’’ First the Census Department 
at Washineton sends out Special Agent Lans- 
ton, who remained here something over a 
week. He investigated the 25,000 names re- 
ported by the letter carriers, and in several 
conversations with Postmaster Hays and oth- 
ers of the citizen committee, and in several 
interviews published in the newspapers, he 
stated that as the result of personal inspec- 
tion he estimated that 80 to SD per cent of the 
names had been omitted, and that only 
about 15 per cent had been previously report- 
ed. The method he pursued to ascertain this 
result was to take 100 names in this district 
and 100 in another at haphazard, and thus 
voveripg the various sections of the town he 
arrived at the result already indicated. He 
was satisfied, and so Mr. Lanston returned to 
Washington thoroughly convinced that the 
census here had been 

NEGLIGENTLY AND CARELESSLY TAKEN. 
What does the Government do’ It immeii- 
ately sends out another special agent, Mr. 
Sawyer, who after a week’s investigation ar- 
rives at a result diametrically opposed to 
Lanston’s. Why this divergency’ Special 
Agent Sawyer announces that the letter-car- 
riers’ lists are perfectly worthless and will 
add nothing to the population. 
something queer in the opposite 
results obtained by these two special agents. 
The local census oflice, conducted or rather 
non-conducted by Mr. Salomon is still blun- 
dering along, groping along in 
working atthe mystery by all sorts of curious 
devices. Salomon is silent, Thompson is 
taciturn and Sawyergis a sphinx as regards 
facts and figures. And now the rumor is 
afloat that the scheme of sending out a second 
special agent to counteract Lanston’s report 
was an astute idea of Carl Schurz. Mr. Sal- 
omon, as it is well-known, is the appointee 
of Mr. Schurz. 

The latter recommended Mr. Salomon for 
the position of Supervisor: he was his choice 
and accordingly received the oftice. When 
the complaints of the citizens, well founded 
as shown by the facts published in the press, 
forced the Washington department to send a 
special agent here, Schurz, of course, hoped 
forthe vindication of his appointee. But 
Mr. Lanston carried back a very different re- 


port. He had to report gross 
negligence and incompetency on the part 
of the officials here. This did not 


suit Mr. Schurz, so another agent was dis- | 


patched to St. Louis—Mr. Sawyer. He re- 
ports the contrary to what Mr. Lanston did. 
He vindicates Mr. Salomon completely. Ru- 
morinno low tones on the street says the 
vindication was partof Mr. Sawyer’s mission; 
that Carl Schurz wanted Salomon white- 
washed and Mr. Sawyer was chosen for the 
task. How far he is succeeding in the white- 
washing process may be judged from 
the various interviews already published with 
The following brief interviews will show 
what our prominent citizens think of the cen- 
sus muddle: 
GOV. STANARD 
was button-holed and asked what he thought 
of General Sawyer’s dictum that the letter- 
carriers’ lists were worthless. 
“Why, itis the merest bosh and humbug.
